Visit to USA for the EAM 40th Anniversary Celebrations: Rev. Richard Lee 


I give sincere thanks 
to Almighty God for 
his grace that enabled 
me to visit the USA 
from June 14-29, 
2013 in order to at- 
tend the EAM 
(Episcopal Asia- 
merica Ministry) 40th 
anniversary. I was 
truly honored that 
Bishop Lai asked me 
to be the representa- 
tive of the Diocese of 
Taiwan. He also ar- 
ranged for me to ar- 
rive a few days early 
to spend time visiting San 
Francisco and the churches 
there, and then after the conference to visit churches 
and church ministries in Los Angeles. There was 
such excitement and expectancy in my heart as the 
day got nearer to travel. This was my first ever visit 
to the USA, so I was very excited and really looking 
forward to this new experience! 


Every year EAM gathers for its annual convention, 
at a different location each year. A few years ago it 
was hosted by the Diocese of Taiwan in the Grand 
Hotel, Kaohsiung. This year was special as EAM 
were celebrating their 40th anniversary, so there was 
an extra-large gathering of about 200 people. We 
give thanks to Almighty God for His leading; we 
were very aware of His presence throughout. 


In booking my flights, I tried to travel as cheaply as 
possible, and so it was that I ended up having to 
spend an overnight in Beijing en route. I had the 
chance to walk around the city including Tiananmen 
Square, and experience for myself that famous site, 
and yet also to see the old streets and alleys, full of 
poor people and dilapidated buildings. Such places 
have not kept up with the speed of change sweeping 
through China. I was overwhelmed by the im- 
mense size of the country and the huge numbers of 
people. The harvest is ready, but oh, where are the 
workers?

I arrived in the USA 
to be warmly wel- 
comed by Rev. 
Franco Kwan, Rector 
of True Sunshine 
Episcopal Church, 
San Francisco. He 
organized a wonder- 
ful itinerary for me, 
so that I had the 
chance to get to know 
about church minis- 
try, as well as to see 
something of the city. 
| He took me around 
with him to experi- 
ence his daily life and 
ministry, and I had the 
chance to spend a night at 
his home. I learned so much from listening to him 
sharing about his ministry and the highs and lows of 
pastoring a church. Those few days left me with 
such a deep impression and I know I benefitted so 
much. 


A few days later, the EAM conference started and I 
joined in the celebrations. There were so many peo- 
ple from so many Asian backgrounds, including 
Chinese, Japanese, Koreans, Filipinos, those from S. 
E. Asia and elsewhere. We were such a diverse and 
multi-cultural group, and this diversity truly en- 
riched our worship services with different lan- 
guages, choruses and clothes. It was so lively, and 
it was really wonderful for me to experience the 
richness of so many different cultures. I especially 
remember the final worship service, held at Grace 
Cathedral in San Francisco, with drummers and 
dancers leading the procession as the cross and 
clergy entered to start the service; and as the service 
ended, the leaving procession was led by the Rev. 
Franco Kwan and a group of lion dancers! 


At EAM I learned that in the USA, young people of 
Chinese heritage (we know them as ‘ABC’: Ameri- 
can-born Chinese) have forgotten so much of their 
Chinese heritage, culture and language. I feel this is 
such a shame, and it is one of the aims of EAM to 


help these young people to think through the ques- 
tion: “Who am I?’ I was also moved to hear about 
the history of EAM, including the stories of those 
who have offered in mission and service to share 
the gospel with their peoples and with those of their 
culture who have settled in the USA. 


Towards the end of EAM, Presiding Bishop 
Katharine Jefferts Schori spent time sharing with us 
openly, answering all our questions. She especially 
spent time with the young people listening to them. 
I was so impressed with her love and respect for the 
young people; she is such a good model for a pas- 
tor. 


After EAM, I was able to visit Los Angeles, and 
was kindly hosted by Rev. Ada Nagata and Rev. 
Joshua Wu. I thank them warmly for their hospital- 
ity and welcome. I had the privilege of being in the 
company of the Rt. Rev. Andrew Yoshimichi 
Ohata, Bishop of Tokyo, and I enjoyed listening and 
getting to know him. He has such a loving spirit. 


In L.A., the places that made a deep impression on 
me were church ministries among the street gangs, 
among the poorest of the poor, and among the 


homeless. They are helped to find homes, jobs, 
health care and education, to value their lives, to 
find God and so to make changes. When I saw the 
problems facing these people, and the reality of life 
for them, I thought of so many Taiwan people for 
whom their dream and idea of heaven is to immi- 
grate to the USA. And yet I could see that it is not 
an easy option; it is not heaven at all, and broken 
dreams are everywhere. 


Finally, thanks be to God, at the worship service at 
True Sunshine Church in San Francisco, I met An- 
drew Chang’s 101-year-old father, his sister and her 
daughter. Andrew’s niece is a very famous singer, 
and I had the chance to invite her to come to Trinity 
Church, Keelung in the near future to sing and to 
share her testimony. 


I truly thank Almighty God for this wonderful trip, 
full of grace and learning. Thanks to Bishop Lai for 
giving me this opportunity, to Canon Peter Ng and 
EAM for enabling it all to happen and for covering 
the costs, and to all who offered hospitality and 
made this trip possible. 


Visit to Japan for the CCEA Youth Forum and to our Companion Diocese of Osaka: 
Rev. Keith Lee 


The Council of Churches of East Asia (CCEA) 
Youth Forum took place from September 18-20 in 
Kobe, Japan. 


To conserve finances, this year 2013 there is no 
CCEA Bishops’ Meeting, the next one will be held 
in Australia’s Diocese of the Northern Territory in 
2014. Therefore, there are only 2 meeting groups 
gathering this year, one is the CCEA Executive 
Committee (EXCO) meeting, and the other is the 
Youth Forum Group. They were both held in Kobe, 
Japan in September. Although this year’s meeting 
was simpler, there were still over 20 delegates gath- 
ered from different dioceses in the CCEA area: 
Australia, Philippines, West Malaysia, Myanmar, 
Hong Kong, Taiwan, Korea, and Japan. From Tai- 
wan, we had Mrs. Amy Lin from St. John’s Cathe- 
dral who is a current EXCO member, and Bishop 


Lai appointed me, Keith Lee to attend the Youth 
Forum Group. 


Besides the joint meeting with the EXCO members 
of CCEA, the members of the Youth Forum Group 
from different dioceses/provinces shared with each 
other during the 2-day Forum about the circum- 
stances, challenges, and the aspects that everyone is 
striving for. Although each diocese/province is lo- 
cated in different places and has many different cul- 
tures, conditions and limits, our goals are all the 
same, that is we are working for more young people 
to be committed to God, to deeply join in the church 
services, and to practice and proclaim the Gospel to 
other people. We also made a clear definition of 
what CCEA regards as “Youth”, because we found 
some different understandings of “Youth” during 
our sharing times. For example, in Japan, “Youth”

usually means young 
people who are over 
20 years old; in Ko- 
rea, people who are 
studying in and 
above senior high 
school are called 
“Youth”, in Hong 
Kong, the mission 
work to kindergarten 
children is also in- 
cluded in the Youth 
Service program. 

For the purposes of 
CCEA, we defined 
“Youth” as from 18 
to 30 years old. One 
main reason is if it is 
necessary for our youth to go overseas, it will be 
better that their minimum age should be 18. 
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During the meeting, we decided to hold a special 
activity for CCEA Youth in 2016, we also made a 
draft program and budget for it. We are planning an 
activity which will be held from July 26 to August 
1, 2016 in West Malaysia, the theme will be “Raise 
up for God, Unite in Christ” and it will include an 
exchange program, seminars, and visit to churches. 
The CCEA will invite the East-Asian Anglican/ 
Episcopal churches to send young people to partici- 
pate. More details will follow in the bishops’ meet- 
ing next year. 


The CCEA Youth Forum this year was held in 
Kobe, Hyogo-ken, an important port city in Japan. 
During the 19th century, the Anglican mission 
“Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, S.P.G.” 
came here to proclaim the Good News of Jesus 
Christ, and schools and churches were also built. 
Our host, The Rt. Rev. Yutaka Nakamura, Bishop 
of Kobe and his staff kindly and warmly welcomed 
all of us. During the break-times, the Diocese of 
Kobe arranged a visiting program to some places in 
Kobe founded or affiliated to S.P.G, firstly, the 
Kobe Mariners’ Centre (also known as “The Mis- 
sion to Seafarers”) which was founded in the 
1850’s, now they also work in close cooperation 
with the R. C. Church. Then we visited a British 
school: “St. Gabriel’s School” (English-speaking), 
the children mostly come from foreign families and 
most of the staff also come from England or Amer- 
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ica. Then, we vis- 
ited “Kobe Shoin 
Women’s Univer- 
sity” which was 
founded in 1892; 
its main focus is 
on language and 
economics educa- 
tion. Finally, 
Bishop Nakamura 
took us to visit the 
beautiful Kobe 
port, and we sailed 
around the harbor 
by boat, and 
watched the beau- 
tiful sunset, while 
he talked and 
shared with each one of us during this relaxing time. 
The farewell dinner of the CCEA meeting was also 
attended by the Archbishop of the Japan Anglican 
Church NSKK; the Most Rev. Nathaniel Uematsu 
(also the Bishop of Hokkaido), he came to see the 
delegates, and also had dinner with us. It was such a 
big honor for all of us! 


Visit to Osaka Diocese 


We said goodbye to the CCEA delegates after the 
farewell dinner, and the Rev. Peter Akira Iwaki 
drove to Kobe to collect Amy and I to take us to 
Osaka, to continue our visiting program on Septem- 
ber 21-22. On Saturday September 21 in the morn- 
ing, the Rev. Keiichi Takebayashi accompanied us 
to visit his church, St. John’s Church. The church is 
near Osaka Castle, so he also took us there, and we 
learned about Japanese war history. In the after- 
noon, Rev. Takebayashi took us by local train to St. 
Matthew’s Church, in the suburbs in southern 
Osaka, to attend the church’s 50th anniversary cele- 
bration. The celebrant at the service was Bishop 
Osamu Onishi, and the preacher was Archbishop 
Uematsu. The archbishop said that when he left his 
hometown of Tohoku to go to Osaka to study in the 
university, he was very sad and felt great fear for a 
long time. He felt he had no future, and didn’t 
know where to turn; he was so confused about his 
life. But at that sad moment, he met a missionary 
named J. C. MacDonald who gave him lots of care 
and prayer, and led him step by step in his life, in 
his study, also in the faith. Finally, his life under- 


went a huge change, and he was baptized into faith. 
His whole life changed, he was like the lost and hurt 
sheep that was found by Jesus Christ. So he has a 
great amity feeling towards St. Matthew’s Church, 
just like a mother church. He felt he must attend this 
very important event in 
this church right after the 
CCEA meeting finished. 


On Sunday September 22, 
Amy and I went to Kawa- 
guchi Christ Cathedral 
Church, (where the Rev. 
Akira Peter Iwaki is serv- 
ing as dean) to attend the 
Sunday Service, during 
which I had the honor of 
preaching the sermon. The 
Diocese of Osaka was 
founded by another mis- 
sion society from England, 
the “Church Mission Soci- 
ety, C.M.S.” almost 150 years ago. Now the Cathe- 
dral building is almost 90 years old, and it was as- 
signed by the Osaka government as an important 
historical and cultural building. The Service started 
at 10:30am, but by 10:00 all servers had arrived and 
gathered to pray for God’s guidance for that day’s 
worship. We participated in 2 worship services in 2 
days, and we found that the church members mostly 
were middle-aged and above, but every one of them 
paid close attention in the worship, in every process 
of the worship, singing hymns, saying prayers, say- 
ing and responding, listening to God’s Word, and 
the silence. I was preaching in the service, so I 
could clearly see that the congregation paid high 
attention. They were all plunging into every element 
of the worship, and revealed their sincere commit- 
ment to God. I was aware that, except for the neces- 
sary movements in the worship, for instance the 
peace and the reception of the Eucharist, from the 
beginning of the service till the end, no one causally 
left his or her seat, no one was napping, no one was 
whispering to others, and nobody arrived late for 
the service. I was really moved by this, and it is 
truly a witness and good lesson for us to learn. 


After the service was the lunch fellowship; the Sun- 
day lunch was cooked and provided by the Cathe- 
dral Men’s Fellowship. The Cathedral has 7 groups 
who take it in turns to shoulder responsibility for

the lunch, apart from the Men’s Fellowship, the 
other 6 groups are all women. Other than in Japa- 
nese restaurants, this was my first time to see Japa- 
nese men cooking and washing dishes in the 
kitchen. These men work hard on all week, and they 
have such authority at 
home, but on Sundays, 
they serve God at church 
in one mind with other 
sisters and brothers. I was 
' really moved by this. In 
the afternoon, we had a 
“talk meeting” with the 
members of Cathedral. 
We introduced Taiwan 
and the Taiwan Episcopal 
s Church to the members, 

j and did as best as we 
could to answer their 
questions about Taiwan. 
Next year, after Easter, the 
Diocese of Taiwan will celebrate the 60th anniver- 
sary of our Church. The Diocese of Osaka hopes to 
recruit a 20-member group to attend our diocesan 
thanksgiving service, and also travel in Taiwan. We 
hope our sharing could help the members to have 
more interest and expectation to come and to see 
Taiwan next year. On September 23, we finished 
our entire schedule in Japan, and came safely back 
to Taiwan. 


Afterword 


My visit to Japan took place over the 4-day Mid- 
Autumn Moon Festival in Taiwan, and originally, I 
had no flight seat available for the trip and kept 
waiting for a seat to become available. Thanks be 
to God, finally, I successfully got a seat. The 
weather was so nice during our stay in Japan. On 
September 19 evening (Mid-Autumn Festival), the 
members of the Youth Forum Meeting shared moon 
cakes together, brought by the delegates from Hong 
Kong and Taiwan, and watched the beautiful, bright 
full moon outside the diocesan office of Kobe. 
Archbishop Paul Kwong, the chairman of CCEA 
also shared the Chinese traditional story of Mid- 
Autumn with us. When we were watching the big, 
bright and beautiful full moon, we were all thinking 
about our friends in our hometowns, maybe they 
were now also watching the same moon in another 
far place. If we think of the moon as like God, al- 


though we are separated in different places, coun- 
tries, and dioceses, in fact our goals are all the same, 
that is, we are all looking for the same God and 
seeking for only His guidance. Language, distance, 
and different cultures or circumstances may be chal- 
lenges to us, but they should not be stones, or obsta- 
cles between us. Because we are looking up for the 
same God, our strength and courage coming from 
the same One, even though we have many differ- 
ences, but, we can still keep moving forward to- 
gether because we have the same faith, and the 
same God. 


Finally, I want to express my gratitude to many peo- 
ple. Thanks for CCEA's arrangements; the whole 
meeting went so well and ran so smoothly. To the 
Diocese of Kobe, thanks to Bishop Nakamura and 
all the diocesan staff, they did lots of detailed prepa- 
rations throughout the 3-day meeting program so all 
delegates could feel relaxed and comfortable in the 
meetings. Thanks to the Rev. Paul Tolhurst and the 
Rev. John Connery, chaplains to the Kobe Mari- 
ners’ Centre, they met us at Kansai Int'l Airport, 
spent the whole day picking us all up, and made 
sure that every delegate arrived safely at Kobe Di- 
ocesan Office. Also lots of thanks to the Kobe Di- _ 
ocesan secretary, Mr. Masato Daito; very early 
every morning, he was standing by to prepare the 
necessary things before the meeting program, and at 
11:00pm, when all meetings had finished, he only 


went home after he made sure there were no more 
problems. Thanks to the Rev. and Mrs. Iwaki, and 
the Rev. and Mrs. Takebayashi, they kindly ar- 
ranged our visit and hospitality while we were stay- 
ing in Osaka; we had a wonderful time with them. 
Thanks for the cordial welcome from the brothers 
and sisters of Kawaguchi Christ Cathedral Church 
and St. Matthew's Church, we felt really blessed.

My name is Antony Li- 
ang. I was baptized when 
I was a child. It seems so 
natural for me to become 
a Christian because both 
of my parents are Chris- 
tian. I believe in God, but 
I still needed a long pe- 
riod of time to strengthen 
my faith. 


I feel that the process of 
pursuing my faith is like 
making a worthwhile 
journey. I have always 
wanted to know about the 


truth, so I have asked lots of questions about Chris- 


tianity. I tried to use science as a tool to seek the 
truth, but it didn’t usually work. Now I see that re- 
ligion can’t be verified or proved by science (even 
“Science” is created by God!) For a long period of 
time I had subjectively thought that I chose to be- 
lieve in the Christian faith. But the truth is that I 
was chosen by God, who enabled the Holy Spirit to 
influence and reform me so I could have this oppor- 
tunity to believe wholeheartedly. 


Several months ago I applied for study at seminary, 
hoping that I can become a clergy someday in the 
future.

Jesus teaches us in the Gospel of Matthew to ‘forget 
worry’. Bishop David Lai and we clergy of the 
North Deanery took this teaching to heart and made 
a pilgrimage to Mt. Chi Ke in Yuli, Hualien. We 
would consider the lilies of the field with the hopes 
of forgetting the worries of parish life as a way of 
refreshing our souls. 


The Daylily is so called, because it lives for only a 
day after its blossom opens. Also, legend has it that 
youth in mainland China would plant this flower for 
their mothers to attend to while they ventured far 
from home to seek their fortunes. These sons hoped 
that the flower would help their mothers forget their 
worry about them while they were far away from 
home. So, the Daylily also became known as the 
‘forget worry’ flower.

Church, were mesmerized by the Daylily that blan- 
keted these hills and mountains. We experienced 
the calmness that comes from wandering in the 
fields and on the trails of the ‘forget worry’ flowers. 
We not only saw and touched these ‘forget worry’ 
flowers we also ate them at our evening meal. We 
eat dish after dish of Daylily in mixed vegetables, 
and with stir-fried meats. 


Later as we slept, these ‘forget worry’ plants began 
to worry our bodies. They kept us running to the 
bathroom throughout the night. These ‘forget 
worry’ flowers were working to cleanse our bodies 
of poisons as their beauty had driven out worrisome 
poisons from our minds earlier in the day. 


At breakfast the next morning we learned from our 
host, and chef, that the ‘forget worry’ plant was a 
well-known medicine used by Oriental physicians 
to cleanse the body of toxins. This therapy was also 
often used in Buddhist monasteries as a way to pro- 
mote meditation and openness to spiritual enlighten- 
ment. Therefore, we clergy pilgrims in search of 
serenity found renewal in soul and body as we 
viewed with awe the splendor of the ‘forget worry’ 
flower, and ate with gusto the Daylily as a delicious 
ingredient in a variety of dishes. 


Finally, rising at five o’clock to view the sunrise 
over Sixty Stone Mountain completed our pilgrim- 
age to Mt. Chi Ke. We waited in the twilight to 
catch the first rays of the sun as it climbed up the far 
side of the hill to illumine a sleeping old man who 
formed the shape of the mountain. As the first 
splinters of sunlight raised dewdrops on the grass 
and our shadows on the wall behind us, a family of 
monkeys came to watch us watching the sunrise. 


I felt a union with all of nature in those moments. I 
was one with the elements of the earth, sky, ground, 
grass, the animal kingdoms, and the human king- 
doms. I was aware in the ground of my being that 
all nature and super nature were one in the King- 
dom of God. In faith and trust, I knew for a mo- 
ment that our ... Heavenly Father knows what you 
and I need, and that all these thing things will be 
given to us as well. "Therefore I tell you, do not 
worry about your life...” Mt. 6:25 Amen. 


A New Generation of Johanneans To Be Found

President of St. John’s University, Taipei, 1989-2002, retired from teaching at SJU-Taipei 
on August 1, 2013. 


As the 2013 World Reunion of Alumni of St. John’s 
University (SJU), Shanghai, is going to be held on 
the campus of St. John’s University, Taipei, in Oc- 
tober, I would like to express my sincere and whole- 
hearted congratulations to all the Johanneans (as 
alumni of SJU, 
Shanghai, prefer 
to be called, and 
most of them 
would be in thei 
eighties) and 
their families, 
coming from 
different parts of 
the world, and 
from Mainland 
China. I re- 
member I was 
honored to be 
invited to attend 
the 1992 SJU 
World Reunion 
on the old SJU 
campus in 
Shanghai, and 
there were about two thousand attendees from 
Alumni Chapters around the world. One of the im- 
portant issues on the agenda was to seek for the pos- 
sibilities of re-establishing their alma mater in 
Shanghai. People knew that it was almost a mission 
impossible, but discussions and actions were carried 
on for quite a long time at the following world reun- 
ions in Hong Kong, Canada, and the United States. 
The efforts proved to be in vain finally. It is a fact 
that St. John’s University, Shanghai, ceased to exist 
after 1952. But St. John’s University, Taipei, 
founded in 1967 by the Taiwan Alumni Associa- 
tions of SJU, and St. Mary’s Hall, Shanghai, to- 
gether with Taiwan Sheng Kung Hui (the Episcopal 
Church of Taiwan), which claims to be successor to 
SJU-Shanghai, continues to uphold the SJU church 
college traditions in educating the young in Taiwan. 
While it is sad to see the shrinking number of SJU- 
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Shanghai alumni in recent years, we have found 
more and more SJU-Taipei alumni attending the 
reunion events. The baton is passed on, or isn’t it? 


When we go back to review the history of both St. 
; John’s Uni- 
i] versity, 
Shanghai, and 
St. John’s 
University, 
Taipei, it is 
fair to say that 
the founders 
__ of both uni- 
_ versities had 
the same ide- 
als in mind: 
to educate and 
prepare the 
leaders for 
society in the 
future. We 
_ have seen 
SJU-Shanghai 
alumni’s out- 
standing contri- 
butions to the new China and the world in the 20th 
century, and a hundred years later, we will see SJU- 
Taipei alumni play the same roles in different places 
of the world in crucial times in the 21st century. 
However, when the SJU-Shanghai alumni come to 
Taipei this October, what will they see from the 
young students on the SJU-Taipei campus other 
than computers, internet, and smart phones? Will 
they be able to find their young images sixty or sev- 
enty years ago on the SJU-Shanghai campus? In 
other words, the questions facing them as well as 
challenging every one of us, faculty, staff, and stu- 
dents of SJU-Taipei are: Who are the new Johanne- 
ans? And where can we find the new Johanneans? 
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As an educator in Christian higher education for 
nearly forty years, I would like to share the follow- 
ing insights and observations with those who are 


interested in finding an an- 
swer to the above questions 
at a church university. 


First of all, the university 
should have Psalm 111:10, 
“The fear of the LORD is the 
beginning of wisdom,” hung 
high in every classroom as 
their motto. 


Students at a university are 
to learn knowledge. They 
want to find out what truth 
is. Wisdom is the true 
knowledge they seek for. 
Once gained, they can count © 
on it for the rest of their 

lives. In order to learn true 
knowledge, however, stu- 
dents have to be taught to remain humble in front of 
the Creator. A church university has to set it as the 
first priority for students to learn humility as their 
basic value to cherish and to grow with it. Then 
they may see wisdom with their eyes, hear wisdom 
with their ears, and understand wisdom with their 
hearts. I would think this was what Steve Jobs 
meant when he told Stanford University graduates 
at their graduation ceremony in 2005 when he 
quoted that famous saying, “Stay Hungry, stay fool- 
ishen 
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Isaiah 6:8. 


patience and courage, etc. 
The list can go on and on. 
But I believe what Paul 
points out in Galatians 5: 
22-23, the fruit of the 
Spirit: love, joy, peace, pa- 
tience, kindness, goodness, 
faithfulness, gentleness, and 
self-control, should always 
be the guidelines of charac- 
ter building in a church col- 
lege education. 


™ Finally, after students are

education should prepare 
them for a mission in life, a 
mission they can pursue 


with love, enthusiasm, devotion, and dedication. 
They should be able to discern and figure out what 
is expected of them in their future. They should be 
able to determine what their future career goals are. 
They should also be able to meet the needs of others 
with what they have learned at school. On the day 
of graduation, they should be ready to say, “Here 
am I. Send me!” as the prophet, Isaiah, says in

This time last year we 
shared about the worrying 
situation facing Taiwan as 
the birthrate continues to 
decrease dramatically, and 
the dramatic effect this is 
having on all educational 
institutions in Taiwan at this | 
time. In 2012 we welcomed | 
1,499 first-year students to 
study at SJU, which we re- 
ported then as being about 
150 less than we would like. This year we have 
welcomed 1,287 first-year students, so we are now 
about 400 less than we would ideally like to have. 
Some of this shortfall is made up by students from 
overseas, but most of the overseas students are 
short-term, here for only one or two semesters. 

This semester we have about 80 students from 
Mainland China, plus 3 from Sungkonghoe Univer- 
sity in Seoul, Korea. We also have several students 
here for the full 4-year course from Hong Kong and 
Malaysia. 
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We have opened 3 new departments this semester 
and also one new program. In the College of Engi- 
neering we have started a Department of Creative 
Design, and the College is also offering a new 
Bachelor Program of Health Care Information. In 
the College of Business and Management, we have 
started a Department of Fashion Administration and 
Management, and a 
Department of Tour- 
ism and Leisure Man- | 
agement. In connec- 
tion with the latter, we 
have opened a travel 
agency in the univer- 
sity in cooperation 
with a reputable travel 
agent, staffed by stu- ‘ 
dents who are gaining 
valuable work experi- 
ence in this area, 
booking tickets and 
offering tours. 


Former President of St. 
John’s and St. Mary’s In- 
stitute of Technology, Pro- 
fessor Andrew Chang re- 
tired from teaching this 
past summer after being 
here for almost 40 years, 
and we offer him many 
congratulations! Before he 
and his wife left for a pro- 
longed stay with their fam- 
ily in the USA, they com- 
missioned a cross for Advent Church to hang on the 
back wall above the altar (see top photo). Ever 
since we installed the new stained glass artwork a 
few years ago, we have had no cross above the al- 
tar, but now we have a new one, made by our R. C.

Camp for teenagers and younger children. Led by 
Rev. Philip Lin and Rev. Joseph Ho, the partici- 
pants included about 30 teenagers and 66 children 
(see photo above). This was our first time to coop- 
erate with 
Zhongxin Elemen- 
tary School and 
with Mr. Guozhen 
Lee (the head of the 
Gulong neighbor- 
hood) who helped 
to recruit students 
to join the camp. 
Through this kind 
of cooperation, we 
made it possible for 
many more families 
and individuals to 
be introduced to, or jase 


to further ex- 
plore, the 
meaning of 
the gospel. 
After the 
Camp there 
were five stu- 
dents who 
would like to 
be baptized. 


Bishop Leo 
Frade 
(Bishop of 

— the Episcopal 
Diocese of Southeast Florida) and his wife Diana 
visited us on August 4. Bishop Leo celebrated and 
preached at the English service on Sunday August 
4, after which we took them to visit Sun Moon 
Lake. 


On the same day (August 4) the Chinese congrega- 
tion celebrated Father’s Day. We enjoyed a Chris- 
tian film “Courageous” produced by Sherwood Pic- 
tures. The movie, thematically teaching how to be a 
better father, was recommended by Mr. Jincan Xie 
(head of the Service Team composed of male mem- 
bers of the church). There were 35 people who took 
part in the discussion of the movie in the afternoon. 


Led by Rev. Philip Lin, St. James’ Church started 
an Alpha Course 
program on August 
9. The Alpha 
Course, which in- 
troduces the basics 
of the Christian 
faith, can be com- 
pleted over a ten- 
week period of 
time. There were 
47 people who 
came to the first 
meeting, and they 
are continuing to 
meet (once a 


week) in three or four small groups. In each of the 
ten meetings we use videos by Rev. Nicky Gumbel 
as guidelines for small-group discussion. 


We had Holy Baptism and Holy Confirmation on 
August 11. Guanhong Lai, Xiuchun Lin, Zilian Lin, 
and Youlin Shi were baptized by Rev. Philip Lin 
and then these four as well as Dawei Liao and Boyu 
Su were confirmed by Bishop David Lai (see bot- 
tom photo, page 36). 


Another Service-Learning Camp was held at the 
Church of Leading Star from August 11 to 16. Also 
led by Rev. Philip Lin and Rev. Joseph Ho. 27 


young people from St. James’ and 65 school stu- 
dents took part in the Camp, the camp being in 
Kuang-Long Elementary School. 


St. James held a Life Camp for Youth on August 20 
and 21. On the first day we had Mr. Wu Shing- 
Siang give a speech on relationships. In total 14 
young people came to attend the Camp. 


On September 18 a special barbecue was held at St. 
James to celebrate the Mid-Autumn Moon Festival, 
which actually fell on September 19 this year. In 
total 172 people participated in this event. 


Visit of Lynn Baguiwet, Finance Officer, Episcopal Diocese of Central Philippines, EDCP 
September 7-23, 2013 by Catherine Lee 


In the February 2013 is- 
sue of the Friendship 
Magazine, we reported 
on the visit to the Philip- 
pines in November 2012 
of a group from St. 
James’ Church, 
Taichung to attend the 
consecration of St. Greg- 
ory’s Church in Manila. g 
This church was the 12th 
and final church in the 
EDCP built with money 
raised by St. James’ 
Church in a project that 
originally started about 
18 years ago through 
the vision and inspiration of 
Rector Emeritus, Rev. Charles 
C. T. Chen, and continued after | 
his retirement through the en- 
thusiastic support of the new 
rector of St. James’ Church, 
Rev. Philip L. F. Lin. On that 
visit last November we met 
again many members of the 
EDCP staff, and shared with 
them and within our group 
about where our partnership 
could go from here. One of 
our dreams was to be able to 
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q invite someone from the 
EDCP diocesan staff to 
come and visit St. James 
for a few weeks, to learn 
about our ministry and 
church life, as well as to 
see something of the beau- 
tiful island of Taiwan. 


Ms. Lynn Baguiwet, the 
EDCP Finance Officer 
was the ideal person to 
invite! Not only is she 
outgoing, friendly and 
very much part of the 
EDCP family, but she has 
also worked in close coop- 
eration with us throughout the 
whole length of the project. 

So in thanksgiving to her for 
her dedication and faithful- 
ness, we invited her to come 
and visit in September, and we 
were delighted when Bishop 
Dixie Taclobao agreed. 


We could not have foreseen 
that this past summer there 
were to be serious political 
tensions between Taiwan and 
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some doubt as to 
whether Lynn’s visit 
could even take place 
at all. We were very 
relieved when tensions 
died down a few 
weeks before Lynn’s 
visit, and grateful that 
she could receive her 
visa, even if only days 
before her scheduled 
date of arrival! 


Lynn’s schedule was 
packed from the very 
moment of arrival! 
She spent the first 5 
days staying at St. 
John’s University, Taipei meeting lots of people and 
visiting the northern coast of Taiwan, as well as all 
the sights of Taipei. We had the chance to worship 
at Good Shepherd Church and to visit St. John’s 
Cathedral, as well as to call in at St. Christopher’s 
R. C. Church in Taipei which serves the Filipino 
community. We visited the Grand Hotel, Taipei 
101, National Palace Museum, Shilin Night Market, 
Tamsui Old Street and the Fisherman’s Wharf, C. 
Kk. S. Memorial and everywhere in-between! The 
visit included a tour of St. John’s University, and 
Lynn’s visit to Taipei was completed with a visit to 
meet Bishop David Lai and his wife Lily in the di- 
ocesan office. 


We then spent a week staying at St. James’ Church 
and Lynn made the most of her visit, getting to 
know and making friends with everyone! We ar- 
ranged a schedule of visits within St. James to meet 
all the staff, and see : 
all the different 
ministries in the 
church, preschool, 
language institute, 
community services 
center and counsel- 


an evening with one 
of the cell groups 
studying the Alpha 
Course. We also 
invited church 
members who had

been with us to the 
Philippines over the 
years to arrange meals 
and days out sightsee- 
ing. 


We were honored to 

_ be invited by Rev. 
Charles: 1; Chen 
and his wife, MaryJo 
to a sumptuous wel- 
come dinner on our 
arrival evening, and 
on the Saturday we 
were invited to spend 
the day with them 
starting with coffee at 
their home and then a 
sushi lunch. They took us to visit Tung-Hai Univer- 
sity and the world-renowned Luce Memorial 
Chapel, then to Taichung Metropolitan Park, fol- 
lowed by a wonderful dinner in the evening (ostrich 
meat!) hosted by their son, Samuel and his wife 
Luanne, and also attended by Rev. David Chee who 
was staying overnight at St. James. The following 
day, Sunday was busy - attending the English ser- 
vice followed by refreshments, and then the second 
part of the Chinese service followed by lunch with 
the congregation. 


During the announcements in the Chinese service, 
Lynn was introduced to the congregation by Rev. 
Charles C. T. Chen who spoke movingly from his 
heart about what Lynn’s visit meant to him. About 
20 members of St. James’ Church have had the op- 
portunity to visit the Philippines since the first 
church, Christ the King in Sandeline was conse- 
Se i crated in 1999, but 
Lynn is the first 
person from the 
Philippines to visit 
us for any length of 
time. Charles 
shared how grateful 
he is to Almighty 
God that another of 
his dreams had 
come true! Lynn 
had many questions 
to ask Charles dur- 
ing her visit, mostly 


about his vision and how he shared that vision with 
others and inspired them to give, and Charles in his 
introduction shared about how he had answered 
Lynn’s questions. This led onto the theme of gener- 
osity and stewardship — a subject that often clergy 
prefer to avoid, but one which he felt really impor- 
tant to share about! 


After the services we were pleased to visit the 
Church of the Leading Star with Rev. Joseph Ho 
and his wife and to see the renovation work being 
undertaken and to learn about their ministry there. 
Another day we visited the Filipino Migrant Minis- 
try of the R. C. Church in Tanzi. We also had the 
chance to visit all the local sights of Taichung in- 
cluding the Taichung Park, Science Museum, Art 
Museum and Folk Museum, and the site of the 
original location of the Japanese Anglican Church 
in Taichung, which was redeveloped about 10 years 
ago and is now in the middle of a famous night mar- 
ket. We also spent a lovely day at Sun Moon Lake 
with Jerry Liang and his wife Jean, and a day at Lu- 
kang with church members Robert Chiu and his 
wife Jenny. 


Evenings were 
spent with church 
members enjoy- 
ing wonderful 
meals, and it was 
good to experi- 
ence such amaz- 
ing and generous 
hospitality. 
When asked of 
her impressions 
of St. James and 
of her visit, Lynn 
says that what 
most moved her 
was firstly the 
warmth and 
friendship of the St. James’ community - in taking 
such good care of her, and in the fellowship times 
after the English service and Chinese service on the 
Sunday. Secondly, the dedication and commitment 
of everyone she met, from the volunteers in the 
church to the teachers in the preschool, and thirdly 
the ‘thankful heart’ attitude of all the people. This is 
seen in how everyone interacts with one another, 
including friendly banters, in all the food prepara-

tion and service as everything is always served with 
pride, and in the cleanliness and care of the sur- 
roundings, including the parks. 


The final 4 days of Lynn’s visit coincided with the 
Mid-Autumn Moon Festival, which Lynn spent 
with Ms. Hsu Hui-Lan and her family after the 
church barbecue. Hui-Lan is the church member 
who raised the money through sales of her artwork 
to build the 12th church in the Philippines, St. Greg- 
ory’s Church in memory of her late husband, Greg- 
ory. It was a great chance for Lynn to stay with a 
church family and to attend the Moon Festival cele- 
brations with them, as well as to share about their 
faith and ministry together. 


Lynn’s visit was a great chance for us all to appreci- 
ate once again the strength of our partnership with 
our brothers and sisters in the Philippines. It is easy 
for political tensions between neighboring countries 
to influence attitudes, and yet in Lynn’s visit and in 
her friendly and gracious manner; we could realize 
that whatever may happen at a political level, that 
we have a far deeper fellowship as brothers and sis- 
ters in Christ, and nothing is more important than 
that! 


Lynn has worked at 
EDCP for the last 17 
years, and it is a nice 
coincidence that we 
invited her to visit 
Taiwan for 17 days! 
We have appreciated 
all 17 years of her 
dedication and ser- 

— vice, and hope that 

| she enjoyed all of her 
17 days in Taiwan; 
we certainly enjoyed 
having her! 


And some final 
words of thanks from Lynn: ‘A heartfelt apprecia- 
tion to all of you for the very warm reception, 
friendship and love extended to me during my 17 
days of stay there in Taiwan. God's abundant love is 
truly amazing!’
